Applicants now respond to the Office Action (Action) mailed September 2, 2009. 
A Petition for a Two Month Extension of Time and the requisite fee are filed herewith. 
REMARKS 

The Examiner issued a restriction requirement as follows: 

Group I: claims 30 to 53, allegedly "drawn to nucleic acids, vectors, host cells, 

and methods of making polypeptides from said host cells, classified in class 536, 

subclass 23.1." 

Group II: claims 54 to 78, allegedly "drawn to a methods of treating bone loss by 
administering antibodies, classified in class 424, subclass 133.1." 

Group III: claim 79, allegedly "drawn to a methods of detecting OPGL in a 
sample via antibody binding, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1."

Group IV: claims 80 to 91, allegedly "drawn to antibodies and antibody 
compositions, classified in class 424, subclass 143.1." 
Action at page 2. 

Applicants elect Group I, claims 30 to 53. 

For Group 1, the Examiner also required applicants to elect a species of "a single 
specific antibody structure that binds OPGL, preferably by SEQ ID number." Action at 
page 5. The Examiner states that the "election can be in the form of a specific pair of 
VH or VL sequences, or it may consist of the sequences of the 6 CDRs present in the 
recited antibody . . . ." Id. 

Applicants elect the species of antibody including CDR1 , CDR2, and CDR3 of 
SEQ ID NO: 13 and CDR1, CDR2, and CDR3 of SEQ ID NO:14. Claims 30 to 53 
encompass the elected species. As the Examiner states, "[ujpon the allowance of a 
generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species 
which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an allowable generic claim 
as provided by 37 CFR 1.141." Action at page 7.
